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BUSINESS vs. SCIENTIFIC AND LITERARY EDUCATION.

The Tech has lost none of its old time appeal since the writer had the 
pleasure of its more intimate acquaintance. He was then a student at Bradley 
and in common with many young men and women, entertained some frag¬ 
ments of a serious purpose in life—(the opinion of his respected professors 
to the contrary, notwithstanding.) Moreover, he gave now and then some 
random thought to choosing a life work—not, however, after the weighty 
manner that a summer outing is carefully planned. One’s vocation, upon 
which his hope of happiness largely rests, is sometimes chosen with less de¬ 
liberation than dignifies the choice of a season’s transitory pleasure. 

There recently appeared in the columns of the Tech an interesting article 
by President Hadley, in which he forecasts failure for those who thoughtlessly 
accept a certain profession without possessing the proper qualifications. 
“The voice of reason is more to be regarded than the present bent of any 
inclination’’ since, as Addison continues, “Inclination will always come over 
to reason, though we can never force reason to comply with inclination." 
In the writer’s case, “the bent of his inclination" was markedly towards a 
doctor’s or lawyer’s calling. This preference was not due to any real or 
imaginary inherent fitness, but was occasioned by a certain fascination for 
careers, whose shadows, from a distant and somewhat immature standpoint, 
he erroneously pictured to himself as their substance. Similar illusions are 
not easily dispelled. 

It is the purpose of this unpretending article to be helpful in preventing 
the retracing of unguided steps, and, more particularly, in directing serious 
thought towards certain profitable fields of endeavor with which the writer is 
familiar. The attention of thinking students is invited to the Science of 
Business— a science which treats of the sources and methods of production 
and the conservation of material wealth and prosperity. It is an absorbing 
study—and while business offers a strenuous life, it is indeed, a privilege to 
work where the . pace is swift. Competition increases the fascination of the 
game and gives proof of the presence of opportunity. Besides, it brings out 
our best endeavors and sends us into the battle to win. 

Most students prosecute their educational work with the main idea that 
what they learn shall eventually serve some practical purpose. The spirit 
of the times inclines strongly to the application of theory and knowledge to 
concrete practice, for we are living in a distinctly commercial age. It is an 
intensely practical age—an age of marvelously large commercial undertakings. 
While money is a necessity and essential to human happiness, pride of achieve¬ 
ment is the spur which launches many proud enterprises. 

At one time business was considered a sordid pursuit. Tradespeople 
were viewed with suspicion and contempt. Today business is established on 
a plane so high ethically that no profession dares lay claim to greater esteem. 

The fact that administrative offices throughout the land are seeking high 
class intelligent help should be a factor in your decision of a career. The 
inquiry is repeatedly made, “Where are the young men and women who 
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are some day going to lead the vast army of industry?” “In what manner 
are they preparing themselves to work out better methods, more economic 
processes, increased production, etcetera?” Captains of industry are too 
often forced to raise lieutenants from the ranks of untrained minds. Busi¬ 
ness is calling for the man with the trained intellect, who is willing to begin 
in the ranks and who can climb higher and faster because of his ability to meet 
obstacles and successfully efface them. 

The firms with which the. writer has been associated are constantly seek¬ 
ing young men and women who have shoulders on which to carry responsible 
burdens. Department stores are training young people of promise for po¬ 
sitions of trust in the work of administration, buying, selling, advertising, 
accounting, engineering, education, etc. The chiefs of various branches of 
the business are earning salaries that would make may a plodding lawyer, 
doctor or civil engineer gasp with surprise. More frequently than otherwise, 
these men have been taken into partnership of the institution they have 
faithfully served. They have established themselves honorably in their 
community and enjoy the advantages of culture and recreation. 

Is it any wonder that large stores feel it their privilege and their duty 
to acquaint college students with the need of red blooded men and women, 
who have loyal hearts, eager hands, and nimble wits? Opportunity is not 
lacking for those who choose to make this their life work and begin at once 
to prepare for it. 


THE LAKE GENEVA STUDENT Y. M. C. A. CONFERENCE.

The summer conference came into being to help inspire and train under¬ 
graduates and graduates to lead the voluntary Christian forces of the uni¬ 
versities and colleges.. In all of the world-encircling Christian Student 
Movement, no single feature is so distinctive or so great in its influence as 
the summer conference.

This summer the most carefully planned Conference for all cabinet 
members in college Christian Associations and other church leaders among 
students, was held for ten days to pray, study and plan for the work of the 
coming year. Splendid messages were delivered by such great workers as 
A. J. (Dad) Elliott, John Timothy Stone, John R. Mott and others and plans 
were formulated for the carrying on of the association work for the coming 
year. 

This conference proved the most successful of any held at Geneva here¬ 
tofore and it is the supreme desire of our association here at Bradley, as it 
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is in all the other colleges, universities and institutions represented there, to 
carry out these helpful and inspiring resolutions that were drawn up at Geneva 
this year. 

Since the Geneva Conference is our conference and the association here 
is our association, each and every loyal Godfearing Bradleyite is not only 
expected but most earnestly urged to get signed up and lined up for some 
active work in our association and with your hearty cooperation we are as¬ 
sured that our association wdll be a greater source of light and power this year 
than it has ever been in the past. 


THE VALUE OF A STUDY SCHEDULE.

A study schedule need not be taken to mean that the student is to have 
a definite time in each da.y to do a particular thing, although regularity is of 
great value in itself. A study schedule may vary from day to day, but must 
be fixed beforehand. What is here meant, is that the student ought to fix a 
time for studing a sujbect, sufficiently in advance to prevent interruption 
of it. 

The advantage of the study schedule to the earnest student is, that it 
prevents less important things from interfering with study. Where the 
student has set apart a definite time for the study of his various subjects, 
he has something definite to work on. He can tell whether he can do certain 
other things and his studying also. It is plain that the student will be pre¬ 
pared, always, if he sets, regularly, a time for study, and studies at that time. 
This is the essence of a study schedule. 

Adherence to a study schedule not only aids studying, but it advances 
the end wffiich study is intended to accomplish. It helps to prepare the stu¬ 
dent for success in any activity, because it teaches him how to do things ad¬ 
vantageously. Success is not gained oftener because time is consumed do¬ 
ing unnecessary things first, without regard that the present is the only time 
when the important things can be done. Where the planning and doing 
habit is formed, it is a matter of course to construct a mental outline of the 
exact things that are to be done, thus concentrating the effort, and of the 
time these matters are to be done, thus making sure that the duties will be 
performed. 

This is a method which allows the person who has taught himself to set 
a certain time for a task, and at the appointed time to hold himself to its 
execution, to exhibit his finest qualities, and to be satisfied that he has made 
the best possible use of his abilities?

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MY IMPRESSIONS OF LAKE GENEVA.

The first impression I had of the Lake Geneva Camp, when the Y. W. 
C. A. conference was held, as I approached it on the little boat which 
brought us across the Lake from the railroad station, was that of a lake front 
covered with trees, several buildings and tents showing rather indistinctly on 
account of the heavy foliage of the trees, and hundreds of girls. The girls who 
had arrived first came running down to the landing to meet their friends. 
We left our baggage under the trees in front of the Administration building, 
a low, cosy building situated at the bottom of the hill, and were helped to regis¬ 
ter and find our.tents. There was room for eight people in each tent, and 
as the six Bradley girls were together, we had a comfortable, homey feeling 
from the very first. 

The first evening Assembly, led by Miss Burton, the leader of the Con¬ 
ference, impressed me very much, as she likened the Conference to a journey 
along the road of friendliness; which we must all travel together and with the 
proper equipment of enthusiasm, good judgment, joy and other necessities. 

Another feature of the Conference which had a great effect on all of the 
girls was the series of lectures by Dr. Hough, of the Garrett Biblical Institute, 
on “The Fundamentals of the Christian Life,” which he brought before the 
girls very forcibly. 

All of the classes and meetings which we attended were wonderful, but 
it seemed to me that the most wonderful part of the Conference was the 
Lake Geneva spirit—the spirit of absolute friendliness among 835 girls from 
over one hundred different colleges of the Middle West. In the sports, in 
the singing, in the meetings, and in the dining hall it was exhibited. The 
dining room was the most wildly exciting place imaginable, when in the even¬ 
ing the different colleges woqld cheer for each other and sing college songs. 
Later in the evenings large crowds would go down on the pier and sing, while 
others stood on the shore and listened, or applauded the efforts of their own 
particular college. 

There was provision made during the ten days’ Conference for every 
conceivable kind of sports, —swimming, rowing, sailing, hiking, tennis, and 
on one night all who wished were given permission to have bacon fries or 
weiner roasts in the early evening. Lights were always out at ten o’clock, 
and the rising bell was at a quarter after six, so that we had plenty of sound 
sleep to rest us for the days which were so full of work and play. 

As the ten days drew to a close, every one was loathe to leave the camp 
where they had had such a wonderful conference, and their one consolation 
seemed to be the fact that they could look back upon it all through the winter; 
and then, as expressed by the song the girls sang as the steamer carried them 
back across the Lake: 

Oh me, Oh my, we’ll come back bye and bye. 

If anybody loves Geneva, 

It’s I, I, I, I, I. 
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WHERE THEY’VE GONE. 

A large number of the students will undoubtedly be interested in learn¬ 
ing the present whereabouts and work of the graduates of the Normal de¬ 
partment last year. A number of them have not, as yet, made any effort to 
make us acquainted with their whereabouts, but it is a noteworthy fact that 
those responding are scattered over an area extending from Wisconsin to 
Texas, and from Maryland to the Pacific Coast. 

Frank J. Ring, last year Manual Arts editor of the Tech, has gone to 
Denton, Maryland. Caroline County, Maryland, is carrying on an advanced 
type of industrial training during the present year, and Mr. Ring will have 
charge of the work. Beside teaching manual training, he will meet the farmers, 
give talks on agriculture and industrial training, and spend the remainder 
of his time in going about the county, stimulating work in industrial education. 

Arthur L. Nelson has become instructor in mechanical drawing at the 
David Rankin Jr. School of Mechanical Trades in St. Louis. Mr. Nelson’s 
work will be to present the fundamentals of mechanical drawing from the 
viewpoint of workmen in the machine and building trades. He spent part 
of the summer in making a study of the use of drawings in the industries of 
St. Louis. 

Charles B. Price, who returned to Bradley last year to complete the 
work required for the Bachelor’s degree, is in charge of the manual training 
work in Blue Island, Illinois. Mr. Price had taught several years in Iowa, 
previous to his return to Bradley. 

Whiting Indiana is making several changes in its manual training de¬ 
partment this year. The woodshop is being re-arranged and a demonstration 
theatre added. The w r ork is being done under the direction of O. M. Merriman 
who will have charge of the Manual Arts Department. 

E. Wayne Wetzel came to Bradley last year from the State Normal 
School at Macomb, Illinois. He completed the work for the Bachelor’s de¬ 
gree and has returned to Macomb where he is in charge of the work in manual 
training. 

Homer L. Fetzer has accepted an appointment as teacher of woodworking, 
mechanical drawing and athletics at White Bear, Minn. 
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Joseph F. Mathis is in Cincinnati, Ohio, teaching in one of the special 
schools for grammar grade boys. 

Arthur Nor veil, another of last year’s degree men is now instructor in 
manual training in the State Agricultural High School of Chickasaw, Okla¬ 
homa. 

Eber L. Moore is teaching manual training in Bedford, Indiana. In 
addition to this work he will have charge of the basket ball team in the high 
school. 

Harry V. Jones is teaching manual training and geometry in the high 
school at Brodhead, Wisconsin. 

Harry A. Stevenson has accepted a position as teacher of manual training 
in the Township High School at Murphysboro, Illinois. 

Harold E. Everly has gone to Teachers’ College at Columbia University, 
New York City, where he is studying. Mr. Everley received his Bachelor’s 
degree at Bradley last year. 

Sherman A. Serf has been appointed to teach woodworking in the new 
Peoria High School. 

John W. Hoyer who also received his Bachelor’s degree at Bradley last 
year has accepted a position in the schools in Indianapolis, Indiana.

PROFESSOR CHARLES A. BENNETT WRITES NEW BOOK. 

Sometime during the month of October the Manual Arts Press will pub¬ 
lish a new book on Mechanical Drawing written by Professor Bennett. Most 
of the work on the book has been done during the past summer, though the 
plan of the book has been evolving for several years, and many of the students 
who have taken Drawing 32 have assisted in finding suitable problems for 
the book. The title of the book is “Grammar Grade Problems in Mechani¬ 
cal Drawing.’’ It has been written to help in raising the standard of grammar 
grade work in Mechanical Drawing in the schools of the country. Of all 
the manual arts subjects now taught in grammar grades none is more in need 
of such help than 'Mechanical Drawing. 

The book contains seventy-two pages and will be bound in heavy paper 
covers. In general it consists of problems unsolved, but ready for solution, 
together with notes for the use of pupils. It is intended for use as a text-book. 
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TEACHERS’ VACATIONS. 

If each student in this department was questioned as to how he had 
spent his vacation, there would doubtless be a variety of interesting stories 
told by each in turn, as to how he had spent the time. 

A goodly number would undoubtedly recount his experiences during a 
period of hard labor ’ in which he was engaged, possibly the entire summer, 
in some factory or other part of the field of industry. This, it seems, is a 
very desirable occupation for the summer vacation in view of the fact that 
rest is simply ‘‘change of occupation.” A summer spent in this manner 
at least relieves one of the mental strain incurred by many long hours spent 
in delving into the various branches of learning and the burning of “midnight 
oil . This is confirmed by the healthy, robust appearance of such students 
when they return in the fall, as compared with their appearances as they take 
their hurried departure in the spring. At any rate all manage to get a rest 
whether it be in this manner or in pure recreation. 

But how about our “loving, patient teachers?” When school is dis¬ 
missed in June the students scamper off to their respective domiciles without 
a thought of them again until the next fall; not a thought, as to how they 
will spend their vacation. Doubtless we look upon him as some mechanic al 
being who never gets tired, and no more thought of it. But if we consider it 
for a moment, it assumed an aspect of graver responsibility than we might 
suppose. After a strenuous period of three quarters’ work in the day classes, 
supplemented by the evening classes, June comes only to confront them with 
the task of conducting more classes in the summer school course, in the midst 
of a torrid heat such as we had this summer. This being over and they find 
the remaining few weeks of time their own, instead of spending it in a de¬ 
serving leisurely, way they start out in pursuit of further knowledge, or in work 
for the betterment and advance of education. A little inquiry into matters 
of this nature at Bradley finds these conditions generally true of the teachers 
of this department. 

Professor Albert F. Seipert spent the summer in the University of Chi¬ 
cago, studying for his Master’s degree. His study included courses in School 
Administration and advanced psychology. 

Professor Chas. A. Bennett spent almost the entire summer in working 
on his new book, which is to be published soon. During the State Fair at 
Springfield Mr. Bennett acted as one of the three judges, appointed to judge 
and award prizes to the exhibits from Woodford County. The last three days 
of the week of September 17th found Mr. Bennett in Anderson, Indiana, 
visiting the schools of the city. His object was mainly to see what was being 
done in the way of modern education. He found many interesting things, a 
detailed account of which will be given later. 

A new book on upholstering of which Emil A. Johnson is the author will 
be published in a short time. Mr. Johnson gave all his spare time this sum¬ 
mer to the perfection of his new work, and with the exception of a trip to 
Chicago for library work, he carried on his work at home. 
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Mr. J. R. Frazier spent the summer at Newport, Rhode Island, engaged in 
various activities in the field of art, one of which was the executing of a por¬ 
trait commission. He also taught a class of art students two afternoons a 
week in collaboration with a former classmate, Mr. Drury. Some time was 
spent by Mr. Frazier and Mr. Drury on preliminary drawings for a book they 
are to publish next year, which is to contain etchings by them, of the points 
of interest of Newport and its vicinity. 

Professor Arthur F. Payne spent the summer at the University of Chicago 
where he was selected to give two lectures in the Public Lecture Course given 
during the summer in that institution. His subjects were: “How to Enjoy 
Pictures'’ and “The Art Significance of the California Expositions.” 

It is a very easy matter to see that all this means a great deal toward the 
further advance and recognition of Bradley Institute among the leading 
educational institutions of the country. 


PROFESSOR RAYMOND TAKES AUTO TRIP. 

Sometime last spring, Professor W. F. Raymond purchased a new Max¬ 
well touring car, and at the close of summer school started with his family, on 
a long trip north. He drove from here to Milwukee, Wis., and from this 
point went to Manistee, Mich., by boat. From here he continued the drive 
to Old Mission, Mich., the farthest point reached in the trip. Ten days of 
delightful driving and sight-seeing were spent by the party, on the return trip, 
stops being made at Chicago, Starved Rock and other points of interest. 
Mr. Raymond is congratualitng himself because of the fact that during the 
entire trip of 1,500 miles he had no punctures to contend with, nor any “get 
out and get under” misfortune of any kind. 


THE AUTOMOBILE COURSE. 

The complete success of the course in automobile work at Bradley last 
year, has so encouraged and enthused those in charge, that a great deal has 
been done in preparation for an even more successful coming year. For the 
school year 1916-17 four times as much money is being spent for new equip¬ 
ment and the remodeling of the laboratory as was spent last year. Ths 
means a proportionate increase in the value of the instruction a student will 
receive. The course has been entirely reorganized and much more of the 
teachers’ time will be spent in the work. 

A complete garage, outfit has been purchased including an air system, 
special tools, and motor testing apparatus. A great deal has been expended 
on motors, electrical apparatus, storage battery charging sets, starters, and 
modern ignition systems, including the latest Delco, Adwater-Kent, Bosch, 
Remy and Slpitdorf. 

In the first term, the first hour each day will be spent in mechanical 
drawing to familiarize the student with the principles necessary to make a 
drawing of any necessary repair part or new part in the development of the 
automobile. The second period is devoted to the principles and construction 
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of the modern automobile. The third period is devoted to soldering, brazing, 
and welding, an issue found necessary in all first class garages. The fourth 
period of the day is spent in studying automobile electricty, such as starting, 
lighting and ignition. These principles are demonstrated with the actual 
apparatus and the students get practice in installing the same. Here the 
student is require to assemble a complete motor and dynamo, including the 
winding and testing of the fields and armature. The fifth and sixth periods' 
are spent in the machine chop where practice is had in making and fitting 
motor parts. Forging takes the remaining two periods of the day and here the 
student learns to make new tools that may be found necessary in any special 
work or in forging out new parts that may require replacement. 

The second term is spent in the laboratory, emphasis being placed on the 
assembling and testing of gas engines. 

The third term is spent in the garage where the students are assigned to 
practical garage jobs. 

Taking all into consideration, prospects are bright for a good year. Pro¬ 
vision was made for the accomodation of twenty students, but applications 
came so fast that necessary accomodations were made to receive that many 
more. 

Mr. D. C. Fleming is in charge of the work. 


CONCERNING THE FACULTY. 

Mr. Frederick H. Evans, acting head of the Manual Arts Department 
at Bradley, has been called to Toledo University at Toledo, Ohio to become 
dean of the College of Industrial Science. This institution is starting on 
a new program of service to the industrial interests of the community and 
has selected Professor Evans to carry it into effect. This position presents 
to Mr. Evans a field of big opportunities and in going he has the best wishes 
of all at Bradley for a successful career. His place at Bradley has been taken 
by Albert F. Seipert, Assistant Professor of Manual Arts, who during the 
past two years has taught the classes in psychology, history of education, 
advanced woodworking, and has directed the practice teaching. 

Miss Mac Latchy, who is a graduate of McGill University, Canada, and 
who comes to us well recommended will conduct the classes in psychology and 
history of education, during the coming year. 

The classes in drawing and machine drafting which were conducted last 
year by Mr. Evans and Edgar Shelton will be under the instruction of Mr. 
Wharry, a graduate of the Engineering Department *of the University of 
Wisconsin. 

Maurice K. Dwyer will take charge of the classes in metal work former¬ 
ly conducted by Mr. A. F. Payne. Mr. Payne has obtained a leave of absence 
for the year and will spend the time studying at Columbia University in New 
York City. 
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THIS YEAR’S During our past year’s apprenticeship, it 

TECH. has often been a conundrum to us—What 

will we do with THE TECH? At this early 
stage, all we can do is predict. 

In the nineteen years The Tech has been in existence, each 
succeeding year has seen some improvement, until in the 1915 
-16 Tech we find easily the best volume of the lot. In accord¬ 
ance with this tradition, we hope to make this year’s Tech equal 
that of last year; surpass it if it is within our power, but at least 
equal it. To do this, The Tech must be truly representative 
of each and every department at Bradley. This means that 
the Tech must not be the instrument of any department, clique 
or organization, yet it will be open to any one or all who might 
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wish to use its columns to present an idea, story or essay. It 
will attempt to portray in its pages, all that is worthy of note 
to our students, all that is of interest to them, and to reflect 
as far as possible the high ideals that inspire our Alma Mater. 

This, then, is what we hope to do with the 1916-17 Tech. 


IS THIS LOYALTY? An article appeared in the Sunday 

Journal, September 17th, which at¬ 
tempted to describe in a frivolous way 
how a Bradley student spent his time After reading the article, 
the editor of The Tech was grieved to note that it was written 
by a Bradley alumnus, a graduate of 1916, one who was very 
prominent in the affairs of the Senior class. It seems a pity 
that in the three short months since graduation, this alumnus 
should so completely lose all sense of gratitude to her Alma 
Mater that she should insert such an article in a newspaper. 

She does not seem to realize that one such article might in¬ 
jure the reputation of a school in the minds of parents to such 
an extent that scarcely any accomplishment could again re¬ 
store complete confidence in the institution. One knock such 
as this alumnus gave her Alma Mater would more than counter¬ 
act all the efforts of a hundred boosters. 

At first glance, it would appear to an outsider, from the 
general tone of the article, that a happy school life was another 
case of “sour grapes” to the author, and that she was taking 
this means of avenging her imagined wrongs. 

Mention is made in the article that “Bradley is a very 
clannish place—if you don’t belong in a special group, you don’t 
belong at all.” This is an instance where a half truth is far 
more harmful than no truth at all. What would shake the 
confidence of a parent so much as to think that if his son or 
daughter was not fortunate enough to be invited into some 
exclusive group, that he or she would be an outcast in the school? 
And once this impression is formed, how long will it endure be¬ 
fore it can be destroyed? The whole truth of the matter is 
that although there are a few cliques and groups in Bradley, they 
are by no means exclusive, but intermingle and cooperate with 
each other quite freely, while a large number of prominent 
leaders do not belong to any group in particular but are looked 
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up to and admired by the student body at large. Member¬ 
ship in a group or clique at Bradley is not necessary for promi¬ 
nence. A fair amount of determined ambition is far more 
necessary and will carry a person much farther than member¬ 
ship in half a dozen of the cliques which the author infers con¬ 
trol the school. Several paragraphs are devoted to “More 
Bluff” intimating that the entire school day is one continual 
round of pleasure, with the highest ambition of the student to 
deceive his instructors. Classes are spoken of as a side line 
with Society as the leading attraction. Fashionable an ex¬ 
treme clothes are mentioned as well as extreme dancing as be¬ 
ing “Bradley youngsters’ specialties.” The general trend of 
the whole article is summed up in the closing paragraph: “Of 
the inner, complicated life at Bradley, its just the same as any 
other place in this big, busy world. There are school politics 
school intrigues, school jealousies, ambitions, and monopolies, 
the ‘frats’ and sororities succeeding best in that line.” 

Bradley can no longer afford to be proud of an alumnus 
who would write such an article for publication. 


STOLEN;—THREE STICKS A peculiar circumstance was 
OF GUM. brought to our notice about the 

second week of school,—the theft 
of three sticks of gum. It seems that a student left his coat 
and vest hanging in the Manual Arts wash room while he at¬ 
tended a shop class.

TO THOSE WHO ARE NEW AT BRADLEY. 

The athletic department of the Tech is at the service of the student body 
especially to those who are new. If you don’t understand something con¬ 
cerning the manner in which the athletics are conducted inquire of us; if we 
don’t know, we know someone who does. 

The athletics of Bradley are conducted by an athletic board of control 
which consists of an equal number of faculty and student representatives, the 
latter being elected by the student body and holding office for a term of one 
year. 

There is an extensive system of awards in the way of “B’s”and numerals. 
This may be found in the Y. M. C. A. handbooks. 

The Tech cannot emphasize too much the necessity of every student tak¬ 
ing part in seme form of athletics. Any sound minded person knows the good 
dereived therefrom as far as the individual is concerned, but the individual 
is not the only one who derives benefit, as only in direct proportion to the 
number of men that report for practice is that team going to reap the harvest. 

But few schools can offer such decided advantages in athletics. 

First, there are four main branches of sport: football, basketball, base¬ 
ball and track. The number of men who report for each of these squards is 
far too small and it is not too late to report now for the football squad. The 
call for basketball candidates will be issued shortly.

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A new branch of athletics that is taking a firm grip in our school is soccer. 
A varsity team is to be picked which will meet Normal at Bloomington, No¬ 
vember 4th. To pave the way for this team a Soccer League comprising 
four divisions of the school is to be staged and the varsity team picked from 
the showing made in these games. Joseph Schlater a professional coach will 
assist Mr. Brown in the new fall sport. 

To those who do not care to go out for any teams there is to be formed a 
gymnasium class to meet three times a week from 5 to 6 in order to attract all 
that otherwise might find the time a drawback. 

In every school we do find a class of pople who don’t go in any form of 
athletics. That is to be expected, and Bradley is no exception, but we have 
always maintained that w*e stand at the top of the heap of the colleges in the 
“Little Nineteen’’ Conference in general athletic spirit. It is up to those who 
are now entering Bradley to jump into the general trend of affairs and see 
that they do not miss a game or a mass meeting. You are failing in one of 
your most important tasks of the school life, if you fail to boost the athletics 
of Bradley. 

There are many of us who come from high schools, some who come from 
colleges and most everyone has some school which is fresh in his or her memory 
but we are now all Bradley students. We do not ask you to forget any other 
school of which you are proud but your activity is needed for Bradley just at 
present. Efficicency at Bradley includes an active part in boosting the ath¬ 
letics of the school. 


WANTED—300 BRADLEY STUDENTS TO GO TO THE NORMAL FOOT- 
BALL-SOCCER GAME. 

Some few years ago when Bradley played a football game with Illinois 
Wesleyan at Bloomington, the student body decided to show the team just 
how much their efforts were appreciated, and determined to accompany them 
on the Bloomington trip. 

Arrangements were made for two special cars on the Traction System; 
we crowded three; we hoped to sell 200 tickets; we sold better than 300. Bloom¬ 
ington was treated to such a demonstration as she had never seen before; 
we outnumbered Wesleyan rooters on their own field two to one. We gave 
a snake dance; Wesleyan tried to imitate and we formed a circle about them. 
We lost the game by a narrow margin; but we earned for Bradley a reputation 
for school spirit that cannot be surpassed among any of the minor colleges of 
Illinois. 

This trip has each year grown to be a tradition at Bradley. It is the one 
time during the whole saeson that the student body opens up in unrestricted 
support of its football team, to show the whole state of Illinois what they are 
made of. 

This year we play Illinois Normal at Normal on Saturday, November 4th. 
Arrangements are being made to handle as large a crowd as would care to 
go with the sky as the limit. As for expense, the entire trip, including ad¬ 
mission into the game can be made for about $1.50. 
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In addition to the regular football game our soccer team will meet the 
Normal soccer team in a game preceding the main attraction. This is an 
innovation in the “Little Nineteen” conference and it alone will be well worth 
the price of admission. In all, about 35 athletes will make the trip, and these 
should have the support of every red blooded student at Bradley.

IN WHICH WE INTRODUCE THE MOST POPULAR COACHES IN 

AMERICA. 

No two words are so synonymous with popularity at 
Bradley as Brown and Martin. A new student entering 
Bradley and hearing the names on every tongue at the 
first possible opportunity gratifies his curiosity to see 
Brown and Martin. 

Frederick C. Brown is Director of Athletics and personal 
coach of basketball and baseball. The Encyclopedia 
Bradlicannia first mentions him as an ardent follower of 
the plow in his early teens and divesting the festive boards 
of pa and ma Brown of all that was perishable. The 
scene shifts from his boyhood days to those of Hiram 
College in Ohio where he was captain of baseball, 6asket- 
ball and tennis. In his last year at Hiram he made a 
phenomenal record as forward on the Hiram College 
quintet which won the worlds’ championship at the Worlds 
Fair in St. Louis. After graduating from Hiram he at¬ 
tended the Chicago Training School for three years and 
graduated from there. Returning to Hiram he coached 
a championship team at that institution and then became 
Superintendent of Physical Training in the Cleveland 
Public Schools. In 1910 Bradley was fortunate in securing his services at 
the inauguration of our gymnasium. 

Being unusually well fitted for his work here he has made a reputation in 
his six years at the Institute which is the envy of many of his profession. 
In 1911, Bradley won the baseball, 1912 the track, and in 1913 the basketball 
championship of the I. I. A. A. and for the past two years Bradley has won 
third place in the Basbetkall Tournament. Mr. Brown has personally coached 
all of these teams. Since his entrance at Bradley he has been president of the 
I. I. A. A., practically started by him. The Association has grown in every 
phase of the athletic work and stands firm on her own footing. 

Under the coaching of Mr. Brown, the two year College teams of Bradley 
are the wonder of the State. His teams fight for him every inch of the way 
and no better trained, cleaner spirited athletes have stepped on any floor 
or field in the Conference than those of Bradley. 

In Brown one sees a man of conviction, a man who DOES THINGS not 
merely a planner, but one who carries his plans to completion. All former 
students respect and honor Mr. Brown as a man of character and ability un¬ 
excelled in the realm of college athletics to-day. 
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Working in perfect harmony with Director Brown as 
coach of football and track is Walter B. Martin who is 
starting his fourth year at Bradley. 

Dutch got his prep school training at Wentworth’Mili¬ 
tary Academy, Missouri, where his name still echoes as 
one of the greatest all-around athletes to ever enter that 
institution. From Wentworth, Martin entered Kansas 
where he continued his athletic career by being named 
all conference half back and a record holder in the low 
hurdles. 

During his three years at Bradley Mr. Martin has 
placed the greatest football teams in the history of Bradley 
upon the field. 

Although not a taskmaster on the field, few coaches 
get as much out of the men as Coach Martin. Since the 
close of school last year, he has entered matrimonial fields, 
having married Miss Vivian Boniface, former English 
teacher at Bradley, last June. Martin is a member of 
the Simga Chi fraternity. 


ACTIVITIES IN THE GIRLS’ ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 

The girls’ tennis tournament owing to a lack of time last spring was 
not completed until the middle of the summer. The final honors were taken 
by Miss Frances Beecher in an exceedingly close match with Miss Dorothy 
Beecher. Adeline Wyatt and Josephine Miles won numerals for winning 
three rounds in the same tournament. 

The annual fall meeting for the election of officers and class representa¬ 
tives for the executive board of thjs Girls’ Athletic Association will take place 
in October. The Association is very anxious to have representatives from 
every class and academy upon its executive board. 


KLEPINGER AGAIN TAKES HONORS IN GOLF TOURNEY. 

The annual school golf tournartient was held too late last year for the 
final issue of the Tech, so some time will be spent here in bringing it as promi¬ 
nently before the student body as it should be.

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GO OUT AND SEE THE FOOTBALL TEAM PERFORM FOR YOURSELF. 

By the time that the first issue of 
the Tech comes out the team will 
be ready to play its first game at 
Lincoln, which it should win by a 
fair margin. The fact that the 
team plays its first two games 
away from home is justification in 
itself that the team should be 
heartily boosted while preparing 
themselves for these clashes. 

The first game will be played at 
home with Hedding. The Millikin 
game at Decatur is the stiffest 
game on the entire schedule. 
Millikin opened the season by 
holding the Rolla School of Mines 
to a 7-7 score which is considered 
remarkable. 

Coach Martin has as usual had a 
“weedy row to hoe.” Injuries to 
Spears and D-Nufrio in the early 
practice caused him to discover a 
new quarter-back and a fullback. 
Martin is now working his men so 
that at least half of the men on the 
team can play two or even three 
positions. 

Only four men from last year 
reported for practice this year. 
Herdrick it was reported would rot return but the doty red and white 
captain was early on the job and is now the hardest worker on the entire 
squad. Herdrick will play either center or end. Should he play end, 
Chadwick will work at center as he lias been coached to a considerable 
extent at that position. Fischer is the only other lineman sure of his post. 

‘The Iowa thunderbolt should make a strong bid for all-conference this year. 

Hersberger is fairly sure of one of the guard positions while Daman and 
Juillerat are promising youngster tryouts for the guards. The candidates 
for the remaining tackle are numerous and extremely good. Neff who was 
shifted from the backfield is showing the best form with McCullough, Ewalt 
and Kline running him a good race. Kline is the deaf and dumb star who 
although badly handicapped has made an unusually good early season showing. 
Should C. A. Stewart fail to stick in the backfield he may be shifted to a 
guard or a tackle. At the ends Martin has been working several backfield 
men along with the others. Martin is a new man who is fairly sure of holding 
down one of the wings at least part of the time. He is far better on the de¬ 
fense than on the offense. Shorty Zuckweiler and Red Lawrence have been 
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worked out at the other end although Zucky has of late been given a good 
deal of work at halfback. Minton and Smith, backfield men and Herdrick 
may also do relief work on the ends, while Baker, a new Horolog candidate 
may deliver the goods on one of the ends. 

For the halves Martin has a score of good men in Norris, Smith, Zuckweil- 
er, Minton, Daily, C. A. Stewart, and Robinson. Robinson who is from 
Kankakee or C. A. Stewart will work at fullback. The injury to Spears 
has caused the shift of Reynolds to quarter-back. Neff and Ryan have 
also been working at quarter.
